background and origin of the subject paper and the issues involved. 


The extensive discussion which followed centered on: 


a. The three different versions of paragraph 4 a. on 
Unofficial Travel. 


b. The question of whether there is a requirement for 
issuing a DCID on this subject at this time. 


c. Some of the legal aspects of the DCID. 


d. The requirement to better identify the categories 
of information having special sensitivity which would provide the 
basis for the SIO concerned to advise persons who hold access 
that travel in certain countries could result in the withdrawal 
of clearance for continued access to special compartmented infor- 
mation. 


Following the discussion the DCI, with the concurrence 


of the NFIB, remanded the subject DCID to the Security Committee 
pending: 


a. Consultation between the DCI's General Counsel, 
the General Counsel of NSA, and other legal counsels in the 
intelligence community, as appropriate, regarding legal aspects 
of the subject DCID. 


b. More precise definition of categories of infor- 
mation having special sensitivity.
